Dean A. Andrews Jr., late of 
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Indicted in Garrison In- 
quiry in Murder Plot 

Dean A. Andrews Jr. sus- 
pended from his position as an 
assistant Jefferson* Parish dis- 
trict attorney Thursday morn- 
ing, was later indicted by the 
Orleans Parish Grand Jury for 
perjury. 

He arrived at Parish Prison 
at 9:40 p. m. accompanied by 
bondsman, and was booked 
under a perjury charge. At 
9:45 p. m. he signed a $1,000 
bond, furnished through Summit 
Fidelity and Surety Company, 
and was then released to await 
trial. 

Andrews, 44, who appeared 
under ■' subpena to testify 
Thursday morning before the 
Grand Jury for the second 
time In connection with an 
alleged plot to assassinate 
President John F. Kennedy, 
“did testify falsely under 
• oath,” according to the Indict- 
ment. 

The Grand Jury returned the 
Indictment to Criminal District 
Court Judge Thomas MT Brah- 
ney Jr. at about 6 p. m. Judge 
Brahney set Andrews’ bond at
